Four deserters are with the Filipinos, 
Howard, Martin and Ford of the Cali- 
fornians, and Watts, whose former 
regiment is unknown. Howard is the 
only one serving with the insurgents. 
He is-a-eaptain-of 

Col. Bell of*the Thirty- fourth Vol- 
runteers arrived at Mangalaren last 
evening after a hard march and ford- 
ing the Agno. He found that Fowler's 
company of the Thirty-third had occu- 
pied the town for two days. 

The insurgents, Gen. Alejandrino 
commanding, retreated to the moun- 
tains behind the town, short of food 
and ammunition. Besides this his men 
were deserting, and six cannon, which 
the insurgents were dragging, impeded 
their march. 

Col. Bell proposes to follow the Fili- 
pinos‘until he can bring about a de- 
cisive fight, or they are scattered. 

Mangalaren was strongly fortified 
with rifle pits commanding the roads, 
but the insurgents abandoned the place 
without firing a shot.

PHILIPPINES SITUATION. 


GEN. OTIS'S CHEERING REPORT. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—Gen. Otis 
today reports the situation in the Phil- 
ippines in the following dispateh to 

the War Department: 

“MANILA, Nov. 27.—Steamer from 
San Fabian yesterday brought 115 
Spanish prisoners, $75,000 
government money, and other property 
captured by Lawton’s troops. near 
Taug, on 25th. Wheaton’s troops, Fow- 
ler’s company, Thirty-third, drove en- 
emy westward from Mangalaren few 
miles southwest Dagupan, capturing 
five 3-inch muzZle-loading guns; 


‘twelve rifles, 12,000 rounds Maxim car-’ 


tridges, 1000 shrapnel, 800 pounds pow- 
der and other property, also ninety- 
four Spanish and seven American 
prisoners. Bell with Thirty-sixth In- 
fantry, in ‘pursuit, and will march 
down western Luzon coast. Indica- 
tions are two or three bodies insur- 
ent troops,..numbering probably 500 
r more each, in mountains west of 
railroad, can ‘be readily handled by 
MacArthur; they have the bulk of the 
insurgent artillery, all of which will 
be captured unless buried. Young 
still in pursuit of Aguinaldo, who is 
heading for Bangued, few miles east 
of Vigan.

oners probably at Bangued, twenty 
miles east of Vigan. Wheaton, at San 
Fabian, just reported capture of sev- 
enty-three more rifles, $1100 in money; 
also that he has been obliged to take 
mother and son of Aguinaldo, under 
guard, at Fabian to prevent their mur- 
der by natives. They will be sent 
here the first opportunity and delivered 
to friends.

REFUGEES REACH MANILA. 

ESCAPD SPANISH PRISONERS. 

[A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

‘MANILA, Nov. 27, 5:25 p.m.—[{By 
Manila Cable.] Three hundred Span- 
ish prisoners who escaped from their 
captors before the American advance, 
including civil officials of rank who had 
been in the hands of the Filipinos for 
more than a year, and many officers, 
have arrived at Manila during the past 
week. Francisco Reyes brought 100 of 
them from Gen. Wheaton. They were 
a motley- appareled company. Some 
were ill and had to be carried from 
Tayud to San Fabian in army “wagons. 

A delegation of the prisoners have 
visited Maj.-Gen. Otis in order to thank 
him for his hospitality which included 
the furnishing of foed- and clothes: 
Sefior Jaramillo, the Spanish commis- 
sioner, is making arrangements to send 
them to Spain on board of Spanish 
transports. 

Buencamino has been lodged in com- 
fortable quarters at the Police Station 
with his family. Other persons are 
not allowed to communicate with him. 
He is classed as being the most slip- 
pery personage connected with the in- 
surrection. He was colonel in the Span- 
ish army and a traitor to Spain. At 
the time of the first insurrection he 


tried to—seH-—outto the Filipinos, and | 


his present imprisonment excited no 
sympathy among his people, while the 
Spaniards think it is mistaken le- 
niency for the Americans to refrain 
from shooting him on the Luneta, the 
fate dealt out to better men in the 
anti-Spanish rebellion 

Aguinaldo’s young:st child, who was 
recently christened at Tarlac with 
great ceremony, died and was buried at 
Dayambah, during Aguinaldo’s flight. 

Gen.. Wheaton reports that natives 
threatened violence to Aguinaldo’s 
mother, who is now sheltered in a con- 
vent with a guard. Gen, Otis has or- 
dered her to be brought to Manila for 
safety.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—[Exelusive 
Dispatch.] Admiral Dewey today for 
the first time distinctly stated that he 
was in favor of the renomination and 
reélection of President McKinley. It 
was during an informal conversation 
as he was leaving the White House 
after a -somewhat lengthy conference 
with the President respecting the situa- 
tion in the Philippines. Said Admiral 
Dewey: 

“Mr. McKinley has made a good 
President, and I am very anxious to see 
him get a second term. He is a warm 


friend of mine, and I do not want to 


hear of any one attempting to deprive 
him of another term in office. I shall 
never cease to thank him for the cheer- 
ing messages he sent to me while I was 
at Manila, and I have preserved them 
all. 

“T am in no sense a candidate for the 
Presidency. The American people have 
too good judgment, I believe, to think 
of any such thing seriously. These so- 
called battle heroes make very poor 
Presidents in my estimation. Look at 
old Taylor, for example. Do you think 
the office did him any good? Then 
there was Grant. To be quite frank 
about it, I think he made a poor Presi- 
dent. In my opinion a President of the 
United States ought to be a statesman, 
trained for the duties of his office. Old

York City,” said 
he, “than in any other part of the 
country. The reason for this is that 
the most difficult task with which I 
am confronted is the taking of the 
census in that city.’ 

The ideal which Director Merriam 
has in view is to count and credit to. 
New York every man, woman and 
child, who is entitled to claim a resi- 
dence within the limits of the city. 
He realizes that if he is even to ap- 
proximate this ideal he will have to 
have, primarily, the support and as- 
sistance of the people of New York 
themselves. Director Merriam desires 
also special assistance from many per-

Murderer Suesser Sentefced to 
Hanged—Fireman Terribly In- 
jured—Salary List 
Revised.

SPOKANE (Wash.,) Nov. 27.—[Ex- 
Glusive Dispatch.] Capt. Wainwright 
was convicted Friday at Nelson, B. C., 
of passing a bogus check, and was 
sentenced to three months’ imprison- 
ment in the City Jail at hard labor. 
He was accused of having, November 
7, obtained from Lillie Bros, Nelson 
merchants, $5, with intent to defraud. 
At the trial Police Magistrate Crease 
presided, Chief of Police Jarvis con- 
@ucted the prosecution, and the pris- 
oner was defended by W. J. Galliher. 

The court announced the following 
decision: “The merchants of this town 
appear to..be made prey to this sort 
of thing, and I cannot allow any sen- 
timental feeling to influence me in 
this case. I have a duty to perform, 
and the public must be protected. 
The full limit for this offense is six 
months’ imprisonment. However, I 
understand that restitution has been 
made in several cases. The sentence 
is three months’ imprisonment in the 
common jail, with hard labor.” 


HIS BURLINGAME RECORD.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 27.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Now that the de- 
nouement has come and Capt. A. Fane 
Wainwright has fallen from grace, 
ultra swells of fashionable Burlingame 
and other good fellows generally are 
not averse to telling what they know

to former friends in this city soliciting. 


funds to tide him over his period of 
distress. When the appeals reached 
certain Englishmen here they inter- 
ested themselves, because the man was 


believed to be a fellow-countryman. 


Their inquiries failed to reveal that 
Capt. Wainwright was a worthy ob- 
ject for their solicitous attention and 


they let the matter drop. “ = | 


Now Englishmen here are saying 
they doubt if Capt. Wainwright was 
ever a British army officer at all. They 
declare that if he was a captain he 
must have been an officer in some 
militia company, but not in the régu- 
lar army. They have failed thus far 
to learn. of his ever having been in 
IEengland at all. 

“He was one of those chaps,” said a 
Burlingame clubman tonight, “who 
creates a good impression by his: per- 
sonality alone. He just fell in with 
the Burlingame crowd and was taken 
up and made much of without their 
knowing much about him.’’-—- 

Capt. Wainwright was general man- 
ager of the Burlingame Club back in 
1895. At that time he was the whole 
thing, the model, the criterion for 


dress, accent, manner of walk; talk and- 


deportment. He was a man who knew 
all about polo, golf, four-in-hands, six- 
in-hands, riding trousers, pipes, race 
meets and the real thing for the true 


_ English gentleman. 


It was reported that Dick Tobin had 
discovered him in the most select and 
exclusive clubs in “Lunnon,” had 
talked him into enthusiasm for Cali- 
fornia, and had induced him to pack 
up his trunks and start for the ‘wild 
and woolly’ west.’’ He came, he saw, 
he conquered. Burlingame was then 
just rounding into aristocratic form as 
a blooming success, and “Capt. A. Fane 


Wainwright, of the Seventh Hussars, 


one of the Queen’s crack regiments, 
and a veteran of the Indian cam- 
paigns,’”’ was conceded to be the climax 
to give a real English stamp to the 
whole thing.

SALARY LIST REVISED. 
LUNACY ‘COMMISSION’ S CHANGES. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 
SACRAMENTO, Nov. 27.—The State 
Lunacy Commission today adopted a 
revised salary schedule, which applies 
equally to the employés in all State 
hospitals. The new salary list goes 
into effect January 1. Heretofore there 
has been no uniformity in the pay of 
employés at the various asylums, but 
after January 1 the same salaries will 


_ be paid in all. 


Some new positions have been cre- 
ated and some salaries increased, but 
the net annual saving to the State is 
$22,052, as follows: Napa Asylum, 
$7540: Mendocino, $1232; Southern Cali- 
fornia, $2460; Agnews, $3380; Stockton, 
7440. Managers of asylums are for- 
bidden to increase wages or number of 
employés without consent of the com- 
missioners. 

Gov. Gage addressed the board on 
the necessity for a female physician in 
each hospital, and offered a resolution 
for the election of such at a salary of 
$1500. It was adopted. The Governor 
said he would recommend to the Leg- 
islature the maintenance of one hospli- 
tal exclusively for women. 

He said: “I believe in the absolute: 

otection of womanhood, and espe- 
cially of those who are mentally un- 
able to protect themselves, and. as 
long as I am Governor of California I 
shall leave no stone unturned to ob- 
tain that protection.”

NEW CANAL BILL. 
HEPBURN MEASURE REVIVED. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE Tv THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 
Dispatch.] One of the first measures 
of importance introduced in Congress 
will be a Nicaragua Canal bill. The 
friends of the waterway intend to dis- 
regard entirely the new commission 
appointed under the provision of law 
enacted in the closing hours of the last 
session. This bill will be identical 
with that introduced by Hepburn in 
the last Congress, which appropriated 
$115,000,000 available in sums of $20,000,- 
000 a year, to be secured by a bond 4s- 
sue, and provided that the canal should 
be constructed by the United States 
government instead of by private en- 
terprise. 

The Hepburn bill also contained 4 
provision in words to the effect that 
the United States should exercise abso- 
lute sovereignty over the zone of land 
which this government was empowered 
to secure by purchase or treaty.

CURRENCY BILL READY. 
ITS MOST IMPORTANT FEATURES. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov: 27.—The Gen- 
eral Currency Bill prepared by the Re- 
publican Caucus Committee appointed 
by the last Congress, has received its 
final revision at the hands of the mem- 
bers and will be given to the press to- 
morrow afternoon for publication on 
,Wednesday, after a copy has bten 
mailed to each Republican Representa- 
tive in Congress. The measure repre- 
sents the unanimous conclusion of the 
committee, and will be called up for 
consideration at the caucus of the Re- 
publican members of the House, which 
is to be held probably next Saturday. 
Accompanying the bill is a report set- 
ting forth at length the reasons and 
necessity, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee of the proposed legislation. The 
Evening Star today prints the follow- 
ing as some of the chief features of 
the bill, and which, in the main, are 
probably fairly accurate: 

“An amendment to the coinage laws, 
making 255 gains of gold, 900 parts 
fine, the standard coin measure. 


“An “amendment to the Greenback 


Reissue Act of 1878,previding that these 
Treasury notes shall be redeemed with 
gold and when so redeemed shall not 
be reissued, except in exchange for 
gold. Thi§ provision will prevent the 
operation of the endless chain, which 
hitherto has been the means to raid 
the gold reserve. 

“An amendment to the Specie’ Re- 
sumption Act, directing the main- 
tenance of a gold reserve of not less 
than $100,000,000, the maintenance of 
the reserve at that figure now being 
entirely discretionary with the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 

“An amendment to the national bank 
law, authorizing banks to be organized 
with a capital stock of $25,000. At 
present the minimum is $50,000. An- 
othg@r amendment to the same act au- 
thorizing banks to fssue notes to the 
par value of the bonds they have on de- 
posit to secure circulation. At present 
the limit is 90 per cént. A_ third 
amendment to this act reduces the tax- 
ation on bank circulation to one-tenth 
of 
expense of engraving and printing the 
notes. The present rate more than 

meets this expense.’ 

The Untted States Supremé Court has 
decided that the government has no 
right or title to these funds, which 
are held for the ultimate return to 
those entitled thereto. But the funds 
cannot be reached except by Congres- 
sional action, as legislaeion is neces- 
sary before action can be brought 
against the sovereign government.

INDIA FAMINE INE CON DITIONS. 


WORK OF RELIEVING THE DIS- 
TRESS COMMENCED. 
P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Hon J. E. 
Abbott of the American Board of For- 
eign Missions, for eighteen years sta- 
tioned at Bombay and who is now in 
New York, makes the following sum- 
mary of Viceroy Curzon’s report to the 
legislative council of India on the fam- 
ine: 

The conditions are favorable in Ben- 
gal, Madras and at least a half of the 
northwest province of Sind and south- 
west Punjab. In Burmah there has 
seen a bumper rice crop. These regions 
will be able td export grain to the 
needy western coast. Mediocre condi- 
tions are anticipated in the South 
Maratha’ and South Deccan districts 
of the Bombay presidency, a large por- 
tion of the Nizams dominions, the 
greater portion of the central India 
agency, the western half of the north- 
western provinces and the northe 
submontane districts of the Punjab. 
In this belt of country the crops have 
been marked failures, but it is hoped 
that distress will not be excessive. 

The seriously affected area comprises 
250,000 square miles, inhabited by 30,- 
000,000 people. It includes about five- 
sixths of the central provinces, nearly 
the whole of the Berars, North Deccan 
and Guzurat in the Bombay presi- 
dency and South and Central Punjab, 
together with the territories of large 
and important native States in cen- 
tral and western India. The large 
group of native States north of Bom- 


bay, the Baroda State, the greater 
part of the Indore State, virtually the 
whole State of Rahjupatana, and some 


minor States in central India are very 
seriously affected. The area is larger 
than that of the famine of 1896-7, but 
the population affected is less. 

It is expected that the cost of the 
famine to the government up to March, 
1900, will be 15,000,000 rupees ($5,000, - 
000,) aside from advances to agricul- 
turists and the loss of revenue in the 
affected area. Notwithstanding all 
that the government may be expected 
to do, there will still be large classes 
of the native population that may be 
saved from perishing by the timely as- 
sistance of private phlianthrophy. 
Commenting on the situation as de- 
scribed by Lord Curzon, Abbot says. 

“The recovery of the people from 
the famine of 1897 has been ‘slow. A 
month ago 400,000 persons were em- 
ployed on relief works and the num-

DISTRICT ATTORNEY DEFIES THE 
MAZET COMMITTEE. 


Investigation of New York City De- 
partments Resumed—Gov. Roosevelt 
Appoints a Commissioner to Hear

[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.1 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—The Mazet 
Legislative Committee today resumed 
its investigation of the city depart- 
ments. The most important incident 
was the refusal of Dist.-Atty. Gardiner 
to testify before the committee, which 
thereupon entered upon the long-ex- 
‘pected inquiry into the conduct of the 
office of the District Attorney. 

Gov. Roosevelt today announced that 
he would appoint Ainsley Wilcox of 
Buffalo commissioner to hear the 
charges brought against Mr. Gardiner 
by the City Club. 

At the hearing today, Mr. Moss read 
the affidavit of Edward J. Reardon, 
who served Col. Gardiner Saturday aft- 
ernoon with a subpoena to appear be- 
for the committee this afternoon. Ac- 
cording to the subpoena-server, he had 
met Col. Gardiner in an elevator in the 
Criminal Court building, and when he 
touched him with tke paper, Col. Gardi- 
ner said: 


“T don’t recognize this_as_a legal 


service, as it is a half-holiday.”’ 

Reardon insisted that he had served 
‘the subpoena, when Col. Gardiner said: 

“You are a damned liar, and I have 
a mind to have you arrested.” 

Mr. Gardiner today sent a long let- 
ter to Mr. Mazet, in which he says: 

“Instead of inquiring of me concern- 
ing this office, you permitted your 
counsel to question me con- 

ing an indictment for murder of 
intricacy and _ difficulty, 
which has taxed the energies of my- 
self and members of my. professional 
‘staff for nearly elevén months, and. is 
now on trial. 

“This scandalous effort to pry into 
the people’s case, presumably for the 
benefit of the defendant, induced your 
associate counsel to follow me from 
your presence to say apologetically 
that he was opposed to such an exami- 
nation.

‘absolutely without lawful authority to 
issue a subpoena.”

FORMER CHIEF JUSTICE OF COLO- 
RADO SUPREME COURT.

DENVER, Nov. 27.—A private dis- 


‘patch received today from Galveston, 


Tex., announced the death of Samuel 
H. Elbert, ex-Governor of Colorado, in 
that city. He had been in failing 
health for some time. Mr. Elbert was 
born“in Logan county, Ohio, in 1833. 
He was a delegate from Nebraska io 
the convention which nominated Lin- 
coln for President in 1860. President 
Grant appointed Mr. Elbert Governor 
of the Territory of Colorado in 1873. 

He was elected Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court of the State when Colo- 
rado was admitted into the Union in 
1876, and he served one full term of 
six years. In 1885 he was reélected a 
member of the Supreme Court, but in 
1888 he was compelled to resign on ac- 
count of ill-health and he has not since 
occupied any public office.

Female Garment-makers Strike. 


KANSAS CITY, Nov. 27.—Three hun- 
dred girls and women, members of the 
Garment-makers’ Union, struck at 
Swofford Bros. Dry Goods Company's 
factory today because of a difference 
over wages and later marched through 
the streets.

NO SATISFACTORY ANSWER TO 
THE QUESTION YET OBTAINED. 


Blumenthal, the Chicago Uncle, 
Talks Some More, but His State- 
ments are Denied by Undertaker 
Howry—Mrs. O’Neil Tells Agent 
Jones What She Knows. 


The question whether Aaron Wolf- 
sohn is living or whether he was the 
suicide whose body lies buried in this 
_city,_remains unsettled. There. 
seemingly as much mystery about. the 
case today as there was several days 
ago. There have been developments 
from time to time, some of them within 
the past twenty-four hours, but they 
have not been such as will finally clear 
away the mystery. There is little at 
this end of the line that has not been 
made clear. Only a few points re- 
main unrevealed, so far as the local 
actors in the tragedy are concerned, 
and these will become known in a short 
time, “it is believed. From the other 
end, Chicago and St. Louis, :the réal 
field in which it is possible to settle 
the entire question beyond the possi- 
bility of dispute, little seems to have 
been done that, to those interested 
here, throws additional light upon the 
strange case.

of Wolfsohn, or rather of the man 
whom he insured, was correct. That 
as little is known as before at St. Louis, 
the home of the Wolfsohn family, is in- 
dicated by a letter received here yes- 
terday, in which it is admitted that the 
family has no positive knowledge of 
the truth of the report they received 
telling them that their son still lives. 
Soon after ‘the report that Wolfsohn 
is living was received here from Chi- 
cago, Public Administrator Kelloge 
telegraphed to Benjamin. Wolfsohn of 
St. Louis, asking exactly what his in- 
formation Was as to his son. In reply 
a telegram was received which indi- 
cated that the father himself was not 
wholly convinced of the truth of the 
Chicago report. Yesterday Mr: Kel-_ 
logg received from the elder Wolfsohn 
the following letter: 
“ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) Nov. 23. 

«“G, G. Kellogg, Esq., Public Admin- 
istrator, Los Angeles, Cal.—Dear sir: 
Your dispatch I have received and an- 
swered to the fact. I have no informa- 
my son Aaron be- 
ing alive. My son*in-law, Mr. N. Hes- 
selberg, has received a letter, Monday, 
20th, from Chicago, and thinks it is 
Aaron’s handwriting, saying that he 
(Aaron) is surprised to learn that he 
{s accounted dead. After this, neither 
Mr. Hesselberg nor I havé heard any- 
thing, and I don’t know yet if he 1s 
dead or alive. I therefore request you 
to keep the money until it will be 
proven that he is alive. If he lives, 1 
shall be glad, but if he is dead I want ; 
what is lawfully coming to me. De- 
ae upon you, I remain, respect- 
ully, ~ 


[Signed]: 
“BENJAMIN WOLFSOHN.” 
Blumenthal, the Chicago uncle of 


Aaron Wolfsohn, yesterday made an- 
other statement about the case, which. 
at this end of the line, is pronounced 
untrue. He was seen yesterday by the 
Chicago correspondent of The Times, 
and as a result of that interview The 
Times received the following dispatch 
from Chicago last night: 

“Blumenthal, uncle of Aaron Wolf- 
sohn, said today that the family of 
Wolfsohn in St. Louis, paid the funeral 
expenses of the alleged suicide in Los 
Angeles, and that this was done after 
they were informed by letter that the 
body would be buried in the potters’ 
field. This seems to conflict with Un- 
dertaker Howry's statement that an 
unnamed woman, who came from quite 
a distance to view the remains, paid 
the funeral expenses under the impres- 
sion that the dead man was her ‘very 
dear friend, Wolfsohn.’ 

“Blumenthal also said he know Wolf- 
sohn was insured in the New York 
Life Company, and, furthermore, _re- 
iterated what he said last night, that 
Wolfsohn had not been in Los Angeles 
since last February, when the insur- 
ance policy was taken out. These 
statements do not agree with those 
credited to him in his interview of No- 
vember 21, and sent out by the Asso- 
ciated Press.,”’ 

Where Blumenthal received the in- 
formation that Wolfsohn’s family paid 
the funeral expenses of the man who 
killed himself here, he does not state, 
but that the information is not true is 
positively asserted by Undertaker C. 
D. Howry. and, since he is the man 
who buried the suicide, he ought to 
know where his money came from. The 
foregoing dispatch’ was shown to Mr. 
Howry last night, and he immediately 
asserted that there is not the slightest 
truth in Blumenthal’s statement as to 
the payment of the funeral expenses 
He referred to a letter published here 


about September 15, which stated that 


N. Hesselberg, a brother-in-law of 
Wolfsohn, who resides in St. Louis, had 
sent $25 to Jacoby Bros. of this city 
to be paid to Mr. Howry, but that 
the latter had refused to accept it. Mr. 
Howry said last night that when he 
saw that letter he did not go near 
Jacoby Bros., knowing that if they 
had the money for him they would 
notify him. No tender of any such 
amount or of any amount was 
made to him for the funeral 
expenses of any member of Wolf- 
sohn’'s family or their representa- 
tives. In the same letter Hesselberg 
was quoted as saying that In due time 
the body would be exhumed and buried 
Howry has 
heard nothing more of this matter. 
“It was from Mrs. May O'Neil that 
I secured the address of Wolfsohn’s 
parents, and I at once notified them 
that their son had committed suicide, 
and asked as to the disposition of the 
body.” said Mr. Howry last night. “I 
received a telegram in reply, which, as 
I remember it, said: ‘Sorry. Poor. Ap- 
pear to Jewish charity. Bury iri Jew- 
ish cemetery.’ I ascertained that the 
Jewish Benevolent Society allows only 
$12 for such funerals as that would 
have been, had the matter been left 
entirely to them, so I informed Mrs. 
O'Neil. She regarded that as equivalent 
to burial in the potter’s field, and it was 
that which induced her to pay the ex- 
penses of the funeral herself. Her bill 
was not large, for I did not feel like 
making a profit on such a case, espe- |

THE TRANSFER VALID. 


A DECISION OF IMPORTANCE TO 
WATER COMPANIES, 

The case of Elisha C. Ware et al. vs. 
Charles A. Hooper et al, was de- 
cided in the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday, Judge Ross deliver- 
ing an exhaustive opinion, in which 
he orderg the case dismissed at the 
complainants’ cost. The case is one of 
great importance to the West Side 
and the West Los Angeles Water com- 
panies. It was a suit for the redemp- 
tion by plaintiffs of 194914 shares of 


West Los Angeles Water Company 
Stock and 1615's shares of the West 
Side Water Company. This stock, it 


appears, had been assigned as the re- 
sult of an agreement entered into by 
peksons interested in the companies, by 
Which it was hoped to overcome finan- 
cial difficulties in which the two cor- 
porations found themselves at that 
time. 

There was an issue of bonds, but 
these bonds were not sold because the 
greatest asset of one of the companies, 
its alleged ownership of. the water 
which it was distributing, was a sub- 
ject of litigation in the State courts, 
and as the bonds were secured by a 
mortgage on this asset they could not 
be disposed of in the open market or by 
private sale util the litigation could 


be terminated. The plaintiffs sought 
tu redeem their stock, but this effort 
was contested and the matter was 


taken into the courts. The court holds 
that the agreement which resulted in 
an assignment or transfer of the stock 
was binding and that under it the 
stock could not be redeemed. The de- 
cision is therefore for the defendants. 


United States Grand Jury. | 


The United States grand jurv will 
be impaneled this morning. The mem- 
bers of the jury have been notified to 
eppear in the United States District 
Court today at 10 o'clock a.m. At 


that time the court will deliver instrue- 


tions and the jury will be organized. 
There will be no work for it today, and 
an adjournment wiil be ordered until! 
some time next month. There is little 
for the grand jury to do this term of 
the United States District Court, and 
that body is not expected to be in sés- 
sion long.

The title of Father of the Constitu- 
tion has been properly given to Madi- 
son, for to his indefatigable efforts the 
preparation and adoption of that docu- 
ment is largely due. As early aS any 
American statesman, he felt that, “un- 
less a system of general revenue be 
established, the foundations of our. in- 
dependence will be laid in injustice and 
dishonor, and that the advantages of 
the revolution, dependent upon the 
federal compact, will be of short dura- 
tion.” 

He was born in Virginia in 1751, and 
died in that State in 1836. For most of 
his life he resided in Orange county, 
and he was never outside of the United 
States. His knowledge of the principles 
and practice of governments wa smest 
profound, and his study of the scence 
of politics extremely extensive. He was 
a quiet, modest, abstemious man, with 
little humor, and was rather stiff and 
formal in his ways. His morals were 
unexceptionable, and his friends found 
him faithful under all circumstances. 
It is remembered that when he first 
stood for the Virginia Assembly he lost 
his election because he refused to win 
over voters to his support by treating. 
Though opposed to any establishment 
of religion, and on one occasion largely 
in preventing Virginia 
from laying tax in support of churches, 
his-own.piety was devout, His first act

The State early found his worth 
and made him member of the Council 
of State, in 1777, and delegate in Conti- 
nental Congress in 1779. He served 
there for three years, during a most 
trying period. 

When he returned home he spent 
some time reading law. Though never 
admitted to the bar. he became thor- 
oughly versed in the law, and had been 
appointed as early as 1779 a member of 
a committee to codify the laws of Vir- 
ginia. From his retirement he was 
called in 1784 to become a member of 
the House of Delegates. He was much 
interested in the preservation 
State’s honor by securing the payment 
of debts owed to British’subjects, and 
paid much attention to improved com- 
munication with the west. If it be 
true that a desire to have a Federal reg- 
ulation of commerce and a Federal 
power to tax were the causes of the 
Constitution, it is also true that het- 
ter communication with the west and 
the navigation of the Potomac River 
were the occasions of that document 
being prepared at the time it came into 
being.

Quarantine Officer Craw has notified 
all the California ports to destroy all 
oranges received from Mexican ports.

The Playhouses, 


lat Not Not Not Not 
BURBANK THEATER. “What hap- 


pened to Jones,” the hilarious, funny 
comedy from the pen of George H. 
Broadhurst, which .Harry Corson 
Clarke and his clever company is pre- 
senting at the Burbank this week, is 
that type of play which depends upon 
the frequency of its surprises, the glib 
capacity for lying, possessed by the 
central character in it, and a wealth 
of incongruous situations to make it 
go with the great American public 


_which likes nothing so well as to laugh, 


even though after the laughter has 
died away the persons amused would 
experience difficulty in explaining what 
all the laughter had been about, 

There is this to be said for Mr. 
Broadhurst's play, that it is absolutely 
clean and wholesome in its comedy, 
there being no taint of suggestiveness 
nor coarseness in any of its lines or 
situations. This is where the American 
play of this character differs so ma- 
terially from the comedies of compli- 
cations that come from the literary 
workshops of French playwrights. It 
speaks well for American writers and 
American audiences, that they can find 
quite as much to laugh at in a clean 
comedy, as the French do in one that 
savors of unspeakable things. 

In the character of Jones, the com- 


mercial traveler-who represents a house | 


that publishes hymn books in one 
town, and the manufacture of playing 
cards in a locality where there is more 
use for them than for hymn _ books, 
Harry Corson Clarke is ‘inimitable. 
There is a great deal of Johes in the 
play, but as there would be little of 
the play without Jones, his constancy 
on the scene is altogether pleasurable, 
particularly when -the character is so 
ably presented as it is by the brilliant 
comedian, who is now playing to us to 
packed ‘houses. Mr. Clarke plays upon 
the comedy machine as a Paderewski 
fingers the piano. He knows when to 
play pianissimo and when to play forte, . 
and to his credit be it said, he uses 
the soft pedal more than the loud one. 
Mr. Clarke has made the part of 
Jones, in this play, quite his own, and 
there are few comedians on the Amer- 
ican stage, we venture. to say, who 


‘could present the role so well. 


The company supporting Mr. Clarke 
is generally strong and efficient, and 
the bevy of pretty girls, who surround 
him are an inspiration.

CITY BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


NOT READY FOR ACTION ON THE 
SCHOOL-BOND MATTER. 


New Rule With Reference to the 
Use of the Stars and Stripes De- 
sired—Several Transfers of Kinder- 
garten Teachers—Contractors Must 
Make Good Their Contracts. 


‘It _had been expected that thé Board 
of Education at the regular meeting: 
last night would take some action with 
reference to the stumbling-block re- 
cently placed in the way of the sale of 
the school improvement bonds by the 
decision of the New York counsel for 
the prospective purchasers of the 
bonds. Inasmuch as the matter has not 
been definitely settled by the City 
Council (and until some settlement is 
reached there is nothing that the Board 
of Education can do except talk. about 
the matter,) there was no reference to 


the board last night. The session was 
devoted largely to routine business, 
some of which was of considerable im- 
portance. 

With a view to securing better re- 
sults from the use at the school of the 
Stars and Stripes, and to stimulate 
among the scholars a respect for the 
flag, the principals of the city schools 
presented the following to the board, 
through Superintendent Foshay: 

“The principals of the. city. schools 
desire to recommend to the City Board 
of Education that instead of the-pres- 
ent flag regulations, the following rule 
be adopted: 

“Each schoolroom shall be furnished 
with at least one American flag, which 
shall be kept prominently displayed 
while school is in session. | 

“Each school building shall be fur- 
nished with at least one American flag, 
which shall be displayed whenever 
school is in’ session, except when 
weather prevent.s 

“The flag of the school building shall 
be cared for under the direction of the 
principal, and in such a way as will 
develop true patriotism. 

“We recommend the above rules for 
these reasons: It is impossible to fol- 
low the present flag regulations, owing 
to the variety in the arrangement of 
the different buildings. After nearly 
two years’ trial of the present regula- 
tions we are convinced that they defeat 
their Own purpose by destroying the 
pupil’s reverence for the flag.” . 

A leave of absence was granted Ad- 
die E. Doran from December 3 until 
the beginning af the second school term, 
on recommendation of the Teachers’ 
Committee. This committee presented 
the following report, by the adoption 
of which the board ordered a num- 
ber of changes in the schools: 

“We recommend that Wenona Hunt-. 
ley be transferred from afternoon kin- 
dergarten at Thirtieth-street school, to 
Rosedale kindergarten, as director; 
that Jeannette Glass be transferred 
from Pico street kindergarten to Casco- 
street school kindergarten, as director; 
that May Livingston be. assigned to 
Thirtieth-street school as assistant in 
afternoon kindergarten; that Mrs. M. 
B. Murray be changed from assistant 
to director in Thirtieth-street after- 
noon kindergarten; that Elizabeth 
Gibson be transferred from Sixth-street 
kindergarten to Casco-street kindergar- 
ten, as assistant; and that Lillian Peck 
be assigned as assistant at Sixth-strvet 
kindergarten; that Miss Margaret Hut- 
ton be transferred from Ninth-street 
afternoon kindergarten to Rosedale 
kindergarten, as assistant; and that 
Mrs. Florence Wheatley be assigned to 


session, as assistant. We recommend 


that two half-day schools be established 


in Sixth-street school,, to take the 
place of the whole-day school in first 
and second grades, and that Miss Alice 
Bates be assigned as teacher in the aft- 
ernoon session.” 

Invitiation asking the members to at- 
tend the flag-raising exercises at the 


| following schools tomorrow. were ac- 
cepted: 


Cambria street, Twenty-ninth 
street, Chestnut’ street, Sand _ street 
and West Vernon school. An invitation 
to attend flag-raising exercises at Uni- 
versity school on December 5, was also 
accepted. 

Superintendent Foshay recommended 
that the holiday vacation be the week 
following the Teachers’ Institute. The 
recommendation was adopted. The in- 
stitute begins December 18, and will 
continue five days and the holiday va- 
cation coming a week later will begin 
on Christmas day. The schools 
be reopened January 2. 

At a recent meeting of the principals 
of the city schools, the following was 
adopted, and the Board of Education 
considered it last night: 

“Inasmuch as it is for the interest 
of the schools that the matter of re- 
taining pupils after regular school 
hours be left with the principals of 
the several buildings. 

“Resolved, that we, the principals of 
the Los Angeles city schools, respect- 
fully request the City Board of Edu- 
cation not to make any rules in re- 
gard to the detention of pupils.” 

The matter will be taken up by the 
Committee on Rules before the next 
meeting of the board. 

On application of County School Su- 
perintendent Strine the Board of Edu- 
cation granted the county board the 
use of the Sand-street school as a place 
for holding the examinations of ap- 
plicants for teachers’ certificates. 
These examinations will begin Decem- 
ber 18, and will continue from time to 
time until January 1. 

The Literary Society of the Ninth- 
street school applied to the board for 
permission to rent a piano for use by

On recommendation of Superin- 
tendent of Buildings Hogan, the 
board ordered repairs to the various 
school ‘buildings, the estimated total 
cost of which is $153.50. The Build- 
ing Committee was authorized to erect 
a small pavilion at the Ninth-street 
school, 

The Financial Committee recom- 
mended and the board authorized ex- 
penditures for various general expenses 
specified in the report, of $2910.12, of 
which $2248.93 is from the county fund 
and $661.19 from the city fund. 

Director Udell brought up the mat- 
ter of the maximum age at which 
scholars are permitted to remain in the 
kindergarten. At present the _ rules 
require that all scholars over 6 years 
of age shall enter the primary classes, 
more advanced than the kindergarten. 
Mr. Udell stated that as some chil- 
dren 6 years of age.are mentally and 
physically unfit for” advancement, the 
rule worked a hardship on some 
scholars. He wanted it changed. The 
matter was referred to the Committee 
on Rules and Superintendent Foshay. 

Director Horton wanted to know 
whether any of the contracts which 
the board had awarded for the fur- 
nishing of supplies were worth any- 
thing to the board. He said he had 
been informed that quite recently the 
firm of Lazarus & Melzer had failed 
to supply certain supplies. needed at 
the High School, and that it had been 
necessary to purchase them in the 
open market at a price higher than 
the contract price. He asked how much 
the difference was, but no one seemed 
able to give him the information, sev- 
eral members saving that the amount 
was not large. They agreed with him, 
however, in the position that the con- 
tracting firm should have made the 
purchases of the needed _ articles, 
and that they should now reim- 
burse the school: department for the 
difference.

NO SERIOUS HITCH 
IN SAMOAN NEGOTIATIONS. 


AMERICA SIMPLY REJECTED THE 
TENTATIVE TREATY. 


British-German Arrangement for 
Partition of the Group Was not Sat- 
_isfactory, So Uncle Sam Submitted 
a New Draft Which it is Hoped 
Will Prove Acceptable to All. 


[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27. — The 
United States has declined to accept 
the agreement as to the disposition of 
the Samoan Islands reached by Great 
Britain and Germany. It was possibly 
the leaking out of some information 
to this effect that gave rise to the dis- 
patch circulated in European capitals 
rec ly of the development of a serioug 


hitch in the negotiations. 


As a matter of fact, there is nos 
rious hitch and the reasons which influ- 
enced the State Department here in re- 
jecting the British-German arrange- 
ment when it was submitted for ap- 
proval, related entirely to minor mat- 
ters, and touched rather upon the form 
than the substance of the arrangement. 
Having rejected the tentative treaty, 
submitted by the two other pow 
our government. has, in turn, and a 
the instance of the other parties, pre- 
pared and submitted a draft of a treaty 
which it is hoped will be acceptable 
to all three powers. 

This is now before the Foreign Office 
at London and Berlin for consideration, 
and it is confidently believed here that 
it will receive unanimous approval, noe 
differing in principle, as already stateu, 
from the original project. 

NO SWAP CONTEMPLATED. 

P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says it. 
is stated authoritatively that there 
is no truth in the report from Berlin 
that Secretary Hay proposed to sur- 
render American rights in the Samoan 
group in exchange for the Caroline 
islands. The matter has never been 
suggested in the negotiations in 
progress, between the United States, 
Great Britain and Germany, respect- 
ing the partition of Samoa. | 

It is no secret that the American 
Peace Commission at Paris made 4 
determined effort to secure control of 
the Carolines by the acquisition of 


Ualan Island, particularly desired for 


a cable station, but since then’ the 
Carolines have not been discussed by 
this government, either with Spain or 
with Germany. 
As evidence that this government 
has never contemplated withdrawing 
from Tutuila, an official called atten- 
tion to the continuance of the work on 
the coaling station being established 
at the harbor of that island. The 
great value of the harbor of Pago 
Pago, in the future, when the Nic- 
aragua Canal is built, is generally ad- 
mitted. The Caroline Isiands, sit- 
uated in a line between the Philip- 
pines and Hawaii, are also naturally 
a very desirable possession. But since 
the American commissioners failed to 
obtain Ualan the matter has not been 
placed before the President. 
Representative Hitt of Illinois, who 
will be chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs during the coming 
Congress, speaking of the report, said: 
“T cannot conceive why we should seek 
to relinquish Tutuila to Germany for 
additional territory in the Caroline 
group. We now have possession of 
Guam, one of the richest and best of 
the Caroline Islands, and it meets all 
the requirements of the United States 
at present. It is possible that Ger- 
many might desire such an exchange, 
but I seriously question whether the 
United States has any intention of ac- 
cepting such a proposition.”

SHOW ABANDONED.

AN INVENTION WHICH AIDS THE 


MAIL MAN. 
[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 


NEW YORK, Nov. 25, 1899.—A mai 
box has been patented. by means o 
which the postman can collect and de- 
liver letters without getting out of his 
wagon. The mail box is maintained in 
position at the top of the mail post 
when at rest. The vehicle drives close 
up to it. At its upper end it Nas 
diagonal hole, through which passes 
loosely a stout chain, with a counters 
balance at its lower end. At theu 
end of the chain is the mail box, w 


is held tightly against the post by the © 


weight of the counterbalance at the 
other end of the chain. Attached to 
the box on the side facing the vehicle 
is an eye or handle, which can readily 
be grasped by the carrier, who draws 
it toward him, and removes the con- 
tents under cover of the vehicle. When 
the box is released it drops back to itg 
normal position at the top of the post, 
The advantages claimed for the inYen- 
tion are that as the mail is han 
under cover it is never exposed to rain 
or snow, and that as the actua] manual 
labor of collecting is lessened, it will 
be possible both to lengthen th 
routes and to reduce the number 
carriers for a given area of country.

LONDON FINANCES. 
NO MORE CHEAP MONEY. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—The Times’ London 
financial correspondent cables: ‘‘The English 
market worked itself up to the apprehension 
point last week. Short loans continued easy 
at from 3 to 4 per cent., but various causes 
were instrumental in produc ing the dread of an 
immediate advance in the Bank of England rate, 
the drop in your exchange with London taking 
the lead. Day after day that kept slipping 
back, and as it slipped discount rates rose, 
until on Friday brokers refused to work Below 
the bank rate. Some even demanded’5 and 6% 
per cent. on paper bought outright, fearing an 
advance in the bank rate tomorrow, and now 
this. has become the general quotation for 
three-months’ bills. The recovery on your ex- 
change on Friday removes immediate danger in 
that quarter, but we have plenty of other 
sources of trouble. Open market discount with 
Germany is 54%@6 per cent., and our market 
has worked itself into the expectation that the 
Reichsbank directors may put their rate to 6% 
per cent. This fear may be premature, and the 
Reichsbank is not likely to move so near the 
end of the month, unless driven to do so by 
demands not indicated in ascertainable open 
market conditionh. Most potént of all disturb- 
ers of our equanimity remains the big gold ex- 
‘ony originating in war requirements. The 

ulk of the gold withdrawn on Friday and yes- 
terday Was sent o pay for Argentine mules and 
provender, and’ more is going. Many such 
drafts are probable in the near future, there- 
fore a higher bank rate is certain soon. Any 
move here must produce imitations elsewhere 
for the reasons already often explained, and no 
cheap money is-possible this winter. Happily 
the Indian government appears to have been 
able to hold his hand, for no gold was ear- 
marked by it last week.

REPORT ON CAPE NOME GOLD. 

COVINA, Nov. 27.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence. ] R. W. Dawson, who re- 
cently returned from Anvil City, 
Alaska, where he was sent the latter 
part of August, of this year, by the 
directors of the Covina-Yukon Dredg- 
ing-and Mining Company, to investigate 
the company’s claims in the Nome 
district, made his report to the directors 
on Saturday evening. He said in part: 

“Anvil City is the wonder of all gold 
camps. On my arrival there early in 
September I found a bustling town of 
3000 inhabitants, many of whom were 
residing in tents. Every man who could 
saw a board or drive a nail found em- 
ployment as a mechanic at $1.25 to 
$1.50 per hour. As a result of this 
building energy over two hundred 
houses were erected during my stay. 

“The mines are all placers and are 
The creek 
mines and the beach. Many of the 
former claims are wonderfully rich. 
Colors in gold are to be found almost 
everywhere through the hill district, 
but the very rich discoveries re ccn- 
fined to a few creeks and gulches, An- 
vil Creek, Snow Gulch, Dexter Creek, 
Glacier Creek and Buster Creek. Snow 
Gulch has produced the most to date, 
$245,000 having been taken from this 
claim at one clean up. It-is estimated 
that its yield for the season has been 
over $800,000. Anvil and Dexter creeks 
have proven rich from head to mouth. 

‘The beach, however, has been the 
poor-man’s friend, nearly $1,000,000 
having been taken out this season since 
July 20, the date of the discovery of 
the beach gold. It has been estimated 
that nearly two thousand men rocked 
on the beach this summer, and in nearly 
all instances where work was faith- 
fully performed, their labors were 
richly rewarded. A number of instances 
came under my personal observation 
where parties have taken out $50 to $80 
per day to the man. 

“The rush’ to Nome will be heavy 
next year, and unless new and exten- 
sive discoveries are made, the field 
will be ovér crowded and much svuffer- 
ing will ensue.”

-CASE FOUND IN JAIL. 


Boy Held as a Vagrant Believed to 
Be Young Walsh, Who Witnessed 
the Killing of Turner at San Fran- 
cisco—Long Criminal Calendar—Tar- 
get Shoot by Co. K Boys. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Nov. 27.— 
(Regular Correspondence.] William 


P. Walsh, the missing witness in the 
Frenna @nurder case in San Franéisco, 
is at present an inmate of the County 
Jail in this city, having been arrested 
as a vagrant on the 2lst inst. On the 
morning of the shooting in the Crocker 
building, young Walsh, who was. a 
telegraph messenger boy, had occasion 
to go to the fourth floor of that build- 
ing, and on his way down to terra 
firma he saw Frenna when he pulled 
his pistol from his pocket and fired five 


shots into the body of Turner, § but 
didn’t at the time see Turner. He 
afterward saw Turner’s dead body, 


man who fired the shots. 

Walsh was the only eyewitness to 
the killing. He is a lad of 17 years, 
who lived with his parents at No.

$60,000 in the aggregate, provided it 
could be definitely guaranteed by the 
power company that the capacity of 
the reservoir would be sufficient to af- 
ford a continuous flow of a 00-inch 
head of water during the four summer 
months. 

If this arrangement can be made and 
the Electric Power Company construct 
the reservoir as planned, it means 4 
large addition to the water supply of 
the valley, as the conservation «f the 
flood waters which are now lost will 
give a steady supply through the sum- 
mer months and render the irrigators 
independent of the expensive pumping 
plants which have been their main de- 
pendence in the two dry seasons just 
passed.
